Heartrending Pictures of Starvation 
from Galway. 


Many People Naked and Without 
' Food. 


Earthquakes in Japan — Nihil 
ists. 


. Ireland. 

LONDON, February 27.— A correspondent 
at Dublin telegraphs as follows: Galway now 
heads the list of distressed counties, and 
countless are the unhappy stories that come 
from within its borders. A correspondent on 
Her Majesty’s gunboat Goshawk, which is 
distributing meal among the Western Islands, 
writes from Innishava, off Galway: 
“It is a terrible state of affairs: Fifty 
families here eke out a miserable ex- 
istence. Their houses are small heaps of 
dirty stones; their land is fock and soft bog. 
Hunger and want are in every place visible. 
The people go naked and without food. Many 
are slowly starving to death. Such scenes of 
appalling destitution were never before wit- 
nessed. Every step we took broucht before 
our view new and more fearful pictures of 
destitution and suffering. The more we saw 
the more certain did death from staryation 
appear the inevitable fate of every man, wo- 
man and child on the island. 
Gaunt, thin and pale were the faces 
of men who were naturally of herculean build; 
the features of the women and children were 
overspread by the ghastly pallor of hunger. 
In many cases children crouched shivering and 
almost naked around the fire. When I enter- 
edthey sprang behind their mother, whose 
single garment or thin dress was but the 
lightest protection against the wind, which 
blew through the open roof.On the fire was the 
dinner, a potof brown green seaweed. Itis 
certain that unless they are cared for dozens 
will die of star vation.“ 


Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, February 27.—The Czar 
has appointed the members and detined the 
powers of the Commission of Supreme 
Control. Gen. Melikoff is Chief. Prince Don- 
doukoff Korsakoff will succeed Gen. Melikoff 
as temporary Governor-General of Kharkoff. 

HARTMANN CONFESSES. 

Hartmann, in Paris, confesses being engaged 
in the attempt on the Czar’s life at Moscow. 
It is said here also that the French Cabinet 
has instructed the Minister of Justice to draw 
up areport onthe question of Hartmann’s 
extradition. 

The Journal of St. Petersburg says it re- 
gards the authoritative letter published injthe 
North German Gazette in reply to its article 
on Russian fortifications as proof that the ar- 
ticle is not erroneous. 

A FEMALE NIHILIST ARRESTED, 

ST. PETERSBURG, February 27.—Vera 
Sassulitch, the famous feminine Nihilist 
agent, who onthe öth of February, 1878, at- 
tempted the assassination of Gen. Trepoff, 
Prefect of St. Petersburg, has been arrested 
at the residence of ber friends in this city. 

The imperial ukase issued by the Czar 
nominating members and defining the powers 
of the Commission of Supreme Control is 
dated February 25 and is addressed tothe 
Senate. It says: **Being firmly determined 
to put an end to repeated attempts 
of criminals to undermine the order of the 
State and security, a Supreme Execu- 
tive Commission is established in 
St. Petersburg tor the protection of order. 
General Melikoff is appointed the head of the 
commission, and the appeintment of the other 
members will be made on Gen. Melikoff’s 


suggestion by Imperial ordinance. The 
bead of the commission has, moreover, 
the right to summon upon the com- 


mission all whose presence he may consider 
useful. In order to give united character to 
the action of all the authorities, the head of 
the commission, setting aside the rignt of the 
Commander-in-Chief of St. Petersburg, shal! 
have direct control over ail the political trials 
held in the capital, in the military district of 
St. Petersburg and throughout the empire. 
All local authorities, Governors-General and 
town commandants are placed under 
the jurisdiction of the head of the commission 
and all the employes in the various depart- 
ments are bound to afford him their entire 
co-operation. The head of the commission 
is at Itberty to adopt any means which may 
appear to him desirable for the protection of 
order in the Empire, and the orders he may 
issue are to be undonditionally obeyed. The 
office of Provisional Governor-General of St. 
Petersburg is abolished.’’ 
MELIKOFF’S PROCLAMATION. 

ST. PETERSBURG, February 27. — Gen. 
Melikoff has issued a proclamation. 
After referring to the indignation 
felt in Russia and throughout Europe 
at the attempts on the life of the Emperor he 
declares the Government is compelled to 
adopt effectual measures for the suppression 
of the evil threatening the social order. General 
Melekoff says he recognizes the difficulty 
of his task and will not encourage exaggerated 
expectations of immediate success. He will 
not hesitate to take the most stringent 
measures for the punishment {of criminals 
while endeavoring on the other hand 
to tranquilize and protect the well inten- 
tioned part of society. He hopes for 
the co-operation of all honest men, and 


begs the population to await the future with 


calmness, and to disregard malicious and fei- 
volous rumors.

Senate. 


WASHINGTON, February 27.—Senator Cam- 
eron presented a joint resolution of the Wis- 
consin Legislature deprecating any financial 
legislation as likely to endanger the prosperity 
of the country. 

Senator Pendleton presented a petition 
from twenty-four beads of families of the In- 
diana band of Pottawatomie Indians, prayihg 
for the settlement of their claims against the 
Government. 

Senator Jonas presented a petition from 
owners of steamboats on the Mississippi River 
reciting thatthey suffer great inconvenience 
and pecuniary loss by the desertion of crews 
or — of crews and passengers and mails 
and cotton shipments are thus disastrously de- 
layed. The prosperity of a large part of 
the Southwestern people depends onthe reg- 
ularity of this commerce. The only penalty 
now laid down on such desertion is forfeiture 
of wages, and even this cannot always be 
enforced. Legislation to remedy this evil by 
compelling the hands to abide by their con- 
tracts is prayed for.

The Language of the Men Who Do Busi- 


ness in Wall Street. 
[From the Boston Traveller. ! 


Among the most unique of these modern 
language is the language ofspeculation. Pol- 
itics, with its new word creations, like ‘‘bull- 
dozing, **booming,’’ and the like, may have 
produced a more:picturesque and entertaining 
variety of our mother tongue, but we must go 
on Change if we would hear the language 

‘twisted to the most mysterious possibilities of 
meaning. We donot write this article for the 
benefit ofthe stock broker. He knows all 
about the true inwardness of “puts,’’ ‘‘calis,’’ 
Spreads“ and “‘straddles;’’ of going long“? 
and going short,“ of *‘turns,’’ **margins” 
and options.“ Our purpose is to enlighten 
the innocents outside, who are neither bears 
nor bulls, but to whom the phraseology of 
Wall street is u foreign tongue. What is the 
difference between an ordinary investor and a 
speculator’? The former pays the whole 
Amount cash down for whatever he buys, 
while the speculator only pays a small deposit 
on account of the purenase money of the 
sbares he buys, in the hands of the broker 
(ten per cent is the usual figure). This de- 
posit of ten per cent is the margin.“ A man 
who buys stocks expecting a rise in their 
value, but who pays the whole price for the: 
down, is not a speculator as that term is mo; 
commonly used. 

MARGINS. 

A pivotal fact in speculation is that on 100 
shares. of a par value of $10,000, each fluctua- 
tion on the board of 1 per cent above the pur- 
chase price gives the purchaser a gain of $100: 
euch fluctuation of 1 per cent below the pur- 
chase price nets him a loss of $100. This holds 
good whether the purchase is at a price above 
or below par. The whole speculative world 
turns on this pivotal fact, just as the earth re- 
volves on its own axis, as we used to say in 
school. 

What is going „long' of stocks? It is sim- 
ply “buying for a rise,“ and is the commonest 
transaction of amateur speculators. Asan 
example of it: A deposits $1,000 with his 


broker as a ten per cent maryiao on 100 shares 


of certain stock which he ordered the latter 
to purchase for him. The broker buys and 
holds the stock—‘‘carries’’ it is the proper 
word—until the ten per cent. margin is used 
up by a falling ot! in the quoted price of the 
stock. Then, unless A puts up more mergin, 
the broker sells the stock and charges his cus- 
tomer with the loss. Waile A is holding on 
to his stock be is said to be“ long'“ ofthe 
„market anda “bull.” 

Going *‘short’’ of stocks is the ’Change jar- 
gon for the exactly opposite operation to that 
just described, except that the seller, not hay- 
ing the stock, borrows it for present delivery 
and takes the risk of bringing it back ata fu- 
ture day to return it to the lender. The chief 
danger besetting the“ bears“ (men who go 
*short’’ are *“*bears’’) is that a clique will get 
controiof the stock in question, force up 
prices, and thus establish « “corner.” 

OPTIONS. 

Buying or selling on *‘options’’ is a trans- 
action in which the purchaser or seller, as the 
ayrecment may be, has the option to call for 
or tender the stock named at any time within 
the period limited by the contract; but the 
Stock Exchange does not recognize contracts 
rut ning over 0 days. Thus a party antici- 
rating a rise in stocks purchases 100 shares, 
**buyer 30.“ or on his option to call for the 
delivery of the stock at any time wit zin) 
days, at the price named; this price is usual- 
ly somewhat above the current price at the 
time. Ifadecline in stocks is expected, a 
gale is similarly made, “seller 30,“ or at sel- 
ler’s option to deliver at anytime within 30 
days at the price named, and the price is usu- 
ally more or less below the market at the 
time. 

Stock privileges, or ‘*puts,” „calls“ and 
Spreads“ or **straddles,’’ as they are com- 
monly called, are contracts entitling the hold- 
er to receive or deliver certain stocks at any 
time within a period limited (usually thirty 
or sixty days) and at a price therein specitied; 
in the case of ‘‘spreads’’ the privilege is eith- 
er to receive or deliver. A certain cash price 
is paid for the contract by the purchaser, and 
lis entire liability in the transaction is limited 
to that amount; and, as the question of inter- 
est does not enter into the matter, the uncer- 
tainties of the money market need not be 
taken into consideration. The amount paid 
for a 100 share privilege is generally }$100 for 
30 days and $150 to $200 for 60 days, and for 
double privileges a largeramount. The vari- 
ance from the current market price at which 
privileges on different stocks are sold varies 
widely, according to the character of the stock 
— und the condition of the market at the 

me. 

A put“ enables the holder to put or de- 
liver stock to the named signer thereof, with; 
in the time and at the price therein named; a 
enn entities the holder thereof to call for 
or demand stock from the signer thereof, 
according to the terms specitied; a “spread’’ 
isa double privilege, and entitles the holder 
either to deliver to or demand from the sign- 
er thereof the stocks named in it, according 
to the terms named inthe agreement. If the 
prices named in both cases are the same 
then it is known as a ‘‘straddle.’’ To 
the purchaser of puts, ‘‘calls,’’ or 
**spreads,’’ there is no liability to loss be- 
yond the amount paid in cash for the con- 
tract. 

Possibly we have not illumined the dark- 
ness of the non-speculative reader much by 
all «this explanation of the dialect of the 
street. But we have done our best.

COUNT DE LESSEPS. 


Something About His Family and His 
Canal Plans. 
From the New York Sun, 25th. | 


Count Ferdinand de Lesseps, who was en- 
gineer of the Suez Canal, and who proposes to 
build an interoceanic shipcanal across the 
Isthmus of Panama, arrivedin this city yes- 
terday morning, inthe steamship Colon, ac- 
companied by Countess de Lesseps and their 
three children. To all who came Count de 
Lesseps was cordial. He is seventy-four yrars 
old, robust and fine-looking. of medium 
height, with short white hair, iron- gray mous- 
tache, close cropped, sparkling brown eves 
and florid face. His mauner is nearer like that 
of aman twenty-four years old than a person 
half acentury older. The Countess de Lesseps 
is about thirty-two years old, a brunette, with 
pleasing features and a charming ease and 

ace of manner. Sheisthe daughter of M. 

e Bragard,'a Judge in the Island of Mauri- 
tius, where she was born. She married the 
Count de Lesseps on his return from Pales- 
tine, in 186%. They have seven children, of 
whom two are twins. The three —— 
with them are ofa decidedly lively disposition, 
apd with their novel fashion of bare legs have 
created quite a sensation already at the Wind- 
sor. 

In conversation the Count de Lesseps is en- 
thusiastic in favor of the Panama route for a 
ship canal. He says frankly that the idea is 
American, and that he is only the executor of 
the idea. He said yesterday: The whole se- 
cret of the task to be performed is to join the 
two seas together ata place that will furnish 
the two needed levels. There is no other 
place than the Isthmus of Pauama tout an- 
swers that requirement. It will not do to 
project a canal with locks. What we propose 
is an Open canal without locks, extending on 
alevelfrom oceanto ocean. We propose to 
utilize two valleys, the valley of the Chagres 
River and the valley of the Rio Grande, the 
formeremptying into the Atlantic and the 
latter into the Pacific. These two valleys will 
be joined by piercing the intervening moun- 
tain, La Culabre, which is ninety metres high. 
Asthe valley of the Chavresis subject to 
periodical inundations, which wouid materi- 
ally obstruct the current and create impedi- 
ments to navigation, itis proposed to build a 
dam forty metres high, and create a bed for 
an artificial lake that will hold the overflow 
and contain 1,000,000,000 cubic metres of wa- 
ter.“ Here the Count illustrated, in an off- 
band way, by taking two round-topped Derby 
hats to represent the mountains, and putting 
in an inkstand between for the dam, showing 
how he proposed to avail himself of natural 
objects to compose a large part of the bounda- 
ries of his artificial lake. The total expense of 
the project is estimated at 613,000, 000 francs 
(5 128, 600, 000), of which it is expected that a 
large amount will be subscribed in this coun- 
try. It is proposed to have the work com- 
pleted within eight years. 

Count de Lesseps expressed his extreme 
Satisfaction with the hospitable greetiag be 
bad received inthis city. It is his intention 
tulemain until next Wednesday, when he is 
to start on an extended Westera tour that will 
keep him in this country until April. 


The Public Lands. 
[From the New York Tribune. ! 

It is not often that Government Commis- 
sions are of much value save to the members 
of them who are enabled to enjoy good liviag, 
good salaries and a good deal of pleasant 
travel at the expense of the Treasury. A no- 
table exception to the rule is furnished, how- 
ever, by the Land Commission. This Cum- 
mission appears to have gone about its work 
in a thorough fashion and to have got hold of 
the worstevils of the present land system. 
The reforms which it proposes will, in the 
main, commend themselves to every one who 
is familiar with the Far West. Among these 
reforms are the abolition of the pre-emption 
system, which is now perverted so that its chief 
use is to increase the size of individual hold- 
ings; the classification of the public domain 
into arable, irrigable, pasture, timber and 
mineral lands, and the adoption of special 
regulations for the settlement and sale of 
each. Three other provisions which the re- 
port is said to contain strike us as particularly 
desirable. Oneencourages the formation of 
colonies by permitting homestead settlers to 
live ma village instead of upon the quarter 
sections they own and cultivate; another re- 
serves absolutely the arable land for home- 
stead occupation; and the third protects the 
scanty forests ofthe West by providing for 
the sale of the timber and its removal within 
a specified time, reserving the land from sale 
in order that it may produce a new growth of 
trees. The legislation proposed in regard to 
mineral lands is also to be recommended. It 
seems to strike squarely at the vices of the 
present system, under which a man buying a 
— 1 claim is pretty sure to buy two or 
tbree lawsuits. 

The faults of the existing land system main- 
ly grow outof the fact that it was adopted 
before the vast semi-arid regions of the West 
and the great mineral districts of the Rockv 
Mountains and the Sierras were known. It is 
tolerably well adopted to dealing with the set- 
tlement of an almost uniformly fertile coun- 
try like the prairie States, but it does not fit 
at all theepastoral belt that lies beyond the 
strictly arable region, or the wooded slopes 
and gulches of the mountains, or the mining 
territory, or the narrow strips of valleys that 
can be made fertile by irrigation. The Com- 
mission bas wisely set about making such 
moditications as will encourage the develop- 
ment of the heart of the continent, where 
other industries than ordinary farming must 
be resorted to if the country is to support a 
stable population.

Selling Chickens for Ireland. 
From the New York Tribune, 25th. | 


A motley crowd gehen at noon yesterday 
in front of the Stock Exchange to witness the 
sale of fowls in aid of the Irish relief fund. A 
small platform had been built in the middle of 
Broad street, and — this was backed a 
dray loaded with the coops containing the 
fowls. The stand and dray were trimmed 
with American flage. The crowd, which com- 
pletely filled the way from Wall street, nearly 
to Exchange Place, was sood-natured, but 
talkative and boisterous. The steps of the 
Sub-Treasury were black with men, and the 
doorways of Broad street buildings were 
filled with spectators. A few women stood 
at the windows of some of the offices. The 
veteran Isaiah Rynders stirred the enthusiasm 
of the crowd with long exhortations and many 
stories, and Levy played several airs on the 
cornet. Contributions were received from 
William Traphagen, $100; Nash & Crook, $125; 
Congressman ©’Brien, $300; Henry Hughes, 
$250: Sheriff Bowe, $125; George Canteld’ 
$350. The fowls still remained unsold, as the 
gifts were accompanied with a condition that 
the chickens should be sold in aid of the fund. 
The large light Brahma cock stood on top of a 
large coop, and occasionally gave a sickly 
crow. This was the signal for a succession of 
imitations from the street boys which infested 
the throng. From upper windows brokers’ 
clerks and messengers threw among the 
crowd long streamers of tape, which clung 
closely about the necks and arms of specta- 
ms. The crowd was held in place for more 
then half an hour, and then the birds were 
sold at prices ranging from $10to $35. The

One of the Features of Life in British

The Frazer River, at a place called Maple 
Ridge, some twelve miles from this city, is 
about a quarter of q mile wide. Tue south 
bank is not far front ten feet high. The north 
bank rose above the water over one hundred 
feet. The face oftne bank had a ragged look, 
small land slides baving occurred from time 
to tima. Trees varying from sixty feet in 
height to mere shrubs grew on the table land 
almostto the edge of the bank. George 
Howison has a farm of 16) acres along the 
river where the bank is highest. His house 
it a pleasant one, surrounded by fruit trees, 
and it is less than the width of a square acre 
fromthe river. Also on the river bank is the 
160-acre farm of Justus W. Howison. 

On a recent afternoon at about 2:30 o’clock 
George Howison, while working on his farm, 
heard a noise like that produced by a gale 
striking a cluster of trees, and saw acres of 
earth covered withthe growth of trees dis- 
appearing in the river. About half a dozen 


| acres were taken off Justus Howison’s farm 


by the land slide inten minutes. The river, 
which was about fifty feet deep at that point. 
swallowed up the vast quantity of earth that 
went into it, but was rendered more shallow, 
aud the width of the channel was re- 
duced to one-eighth of a mile. When the 
bank was submerged a wave ten feet deep 
wastbrown up on the opposite bank, which 
rushed inland for fifteen miles over the level 
country, destroying buildings,uprooting trees 
and scattering the fences. The scene is de- 
scribed as having been terrific. Wm. Edge, 
who lived on the bank from which the slide 
took place, was working on the opposite side 
of the river. He was caught bythe wave and 
swept against trees and other obstacles, and 
finaily cast upon a heapof debris. When 
found by bis sons he was unconscious, and he 
died four days later. 

The river at the place where the land slide 
occurred presents a strarge appearance. Ris- 
ing from two to ten feet above the surface of 
the water are trees standing at different an- 
gles, some of them as straight as when they 
stood on the high bank,and others leaning and 
partly covered with earth. The tract that 
went into the river wasin shape like a half 
moon. The new bank reveals readish, light 
earth for about twelve feet from the top, un- 
der whichis a stratum of blue clay some 
twenty fect thick,and all the earth below that, 
so far as it is visible, is a mixture of coarse 

ravel andsand. There are cracks along the 

ank, extending inland for 150 feet or more. 
The impression is thatstill more of the bank 
will go intothe river. The next wind storm 
is likely to prostrate many ofthe fir trees on 
the bank, because their roots have been loos- 
ened by the frequent deep cracks that have 
been made among them. 

There are several theories as to the cause of 
the land slide. Itseems probable that the 
current undermined the bank for many feet, 
eating out the loose gravel and sand. When 
the water rises, as it does in the summer in 
consequence of the melting of the snow on 
the inland mountains along the valley of the 
Fraser, the Thompson and other rivers, a new 
channel will be apened between the displaced 
earth and the new bank, andintimethe ob- 
structions in the river will disappear. All 
the boats ontheriver nearthis point were 
either destroyed orthrown high and dry on 
the bank. An old resident says that many 
years agoa land slide occurred that carried a 
small house into the river. The tenants were 
fortunately absent. There are many other 
places along the river where land siides ap- 
pear to be more likely to occur than at Maple 
Ridge. 

George Howison will remove his house far- 
ther inland, and Justus Howison will pay tax 
on several acres less of land than heretofore. 
A little above the place where the slide oc- 
curred was a slope of ten aeres, on which the 
owner was prevaring to build a new farm- 
house. He has changed bis mind, and the 
house will be built farther from the treacher- 
ous bank. '

A TEMPERANCE LECTURE. 
What Rum Did for John Cartner and 
His Family

A dispatch from the Thirty-second Precinct 
Police Station was received on Monday even- 
ing at the office of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, announcing that a 
case of peculiar hardship had been brought to 
ligbt in the neighborhood, and soliciting the 
organization’s good offices in looking after it. 
Ofticer Chiardi, who was directed to iaquire 
into the matter, submitted his report of it to 
Justice Murray yesterday, when he brought 
to the Yorkville Police Court a child about 
nine years old, John 1 by name, whose 
wretched appearance Was the best comment 
t bat could be offered on the misery he had un- 
dergone.A few filthy rags were all that cover- 
ed him, and bis sudden introduction to people 
anxious to help him so bewildered the child 
that he acted rather like some timid, wild 
creature brought for the first time into the 
haunts of men than a human being. From 
him but little could be learned, but Chiardi’s 
experience was singular enough of itself to 
make the boy an object of pity. From the 
station-house at One hundred and fifty-sec- 
ond street the otficer had been directed to 
Cartner’s shanty, near the Central Bridge. 
Close to the Harlem River, at One h indred 
and fifty-eigbth street, he found it—a misera- 
ble hovel, balf clay, half timber—hardly fit to 
shelter any living thing. Noba foot of floor- 
ing covered the dank, humid clay under 
foot; above the rafters were 
awkwardly propped up by bits of timber, and 
through crevices where the mud coating of 
the cabin bad fallen away the damp air from 
the river had free vent. Hardly an article re- 
mained in the desolate place. Only an old 
kerosene oi] lamp fixed on a box, with a child 
squatted on the ground beside it, and striving 
to warm his fingers over the jet, and a rickety 
chair, with a ragged old woman leaning on it 
and moaning as though her heart would 
break. That was all, exceptin one corner, 
where on a bare deal plank a man was lying, 
stiff and dead. Actual experience rarely 
presented such a picture of desolation, and its 
significance was enhanced by objects which in 
that bare room, destitute of food and fuel, 
littered the floor. They were rum bottles, all 
ory now, but with their odor still tainting 
the close atmosphere and supplying an ex- 
planation of the cause of the wretchedness 
around. It was John Cartner who was lying 
there dead, a victim of dissipation, and the 
old wife he had left as his only mourner, 
crouched beside him, was unable to answer 
any questions, except by incoherent mumb- 
lings. She did not tell Chiardi anything 
about the manner of her husband’s death,and 
offered no objections when he said he had 
come to take the child away. The latter 
seemed stupetied and dumbly followed the 
officer from the wretched hovel. When he 
wos brought to court the magistrate com- 
mitted him to the society’s care. It was 
found then that heis a half-witted creature, 
whose slight intelligence was probably nipped 
by privation and neglect before it could ripen. 
Both father and mother were slaves to intem- 
perance, and the death that carried off the 
one seems tothreaten the other. What will 
be done with the dead body and its solitary 
mourner the officials have not intimated.

The 
connecting wires led up the partitions in fail 
view tothe main wire. hen all was ready 
the thirty-six instruments Were set to Work, 
and toall appearanees thirty-six messages 
were sent at once over ene wire, eighteea in 
one direction and eighteen in another. 

The capitalists rubbe i their hands in glee, 
but Mr. William Hadden, one of the electri- 
cians of the American Union Company of this 
citv, said to himself that although it seemed 
to be accomplished, it nevertheless was impos- 
sible,and be set to work to discover the fraud.

Noticing that the.insulated wires were 
neatly connected tothe partitions By double 
pointed tacks; he drew one of 
them and discovered that one

It 
was so arranged as to make a complete cir- 
cuit. Chasse instantly raised a fow, but 
the telegraphers stood by Hadden, and 
in “ five minutes the swindle was dis- 
closed.

DELIGHTFUL DENVER. 


A City Where People Think Only of 
Mining. 
{Denver Correspondence Chicago Tribune. | 

I have been in no city since leaving Chicago 
which shows such evidences of growth and 
prosperity as Denver does. It has changed 
wonderfully since my visit here two years ago. 
Building is going on all over the city. Gov. 
Tabor 1s erecting a stone-front business block 
costing $180,000. Notwithstanding there are 
over a dozen hotels, small and large, already 
open, two new ones are nearly completed, one 
of which, the Windsor, is as large as the 
Sherman House of Chiesgo, andiis elegant 
stone front will compare favorably with al- 
most any in Chicago. It will have over 400 
rooms, with every modern improvement. 
Lots are selling for fully twice the price asked 
for them two years agy. Fine brick are burned 
clcse by the city and builders are paying $13 
per thousand laid inthe wall, while lumber 
is equally high. Yet in spite of these high 

rices for labor and material, the city will 

ave more additions the conflng year than 
ever in any one year before. The hotels are 
full. I saw two omnibus loads from the 
trains turned away from one of its principal 
hotels Friday evening. People with money 
and people without money are coming through 
the city on the way to the mines. Some go to 
Central City and Blackhawk, some to George- 
town and Idaho Springs, but most goto 
Leadville, while many are bound for the 
Gunnison country, some seventy-five miles 
beyond. This city is the hopper into which 
all come before distributing themselves over 
the State, and is àa grand exchange as well 
for distributing necessities for these sections. 
Passenger and freight trains alike go out 
loaded. Most of the roads leading to the 
mining districts are narrow-gauge, and al- 
most everything is reloaded und reshipped 
here. The stores are doing a large business 
inselling, andthe streets are crowded with 
teams and the sidewalks with men. 

The journey to Leadville now involves 
thirty-eight miles staging, but in June it is 
expected hhe railroad will be completed to 
tbat point. Travelers can now leave here in 
beautiful little sleeping-cars at 9 o clock p. 
m. and arrive in Leadville the next afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, at an expense of $15 50. Every- 
body hsre seems to think that travel to Lead- 
ville has but just begun, and thatthe mines 
are inexhaustible. 
surrounding country is metalliferous. Won- 
derfull stories are told of recent discoveries 
inthe Gunnison country. I know nothing 
about it but that everybody here is full of 
faith, and it is amusing to sit around the 
hotels and hear everybody talk of mines. 
When in Virginia City two weeks ago I went 
down 2,450 feet in the Consolidated Virginia 
shaft, and walked 2,C0U feet horizontally un- 
der the city, and yet people here tell me that 
I have never seen mines. I went upto George- 
town lately, fifty-two miles distant. ‘The fare 
was $4 60. None of the narrow-gauges lead- 
ing to the mines charge less than eight cents 
per mile, while some charge more. The 
Georgetown train was full, and yet the town 
is somewhat under a cloud, being over- 
shadowed by Leadville.

Warming Upa Female Minstrel Show. 
Ithaca (N. v.) Special to Herald, 25th. ] 

Last night the Mme. Rentz Female Min- 
strels gave an entertainment at Wilgus Hall, 
and abouttwo hundred students, who were 
in attendance, contrived to breakit up. Dur- 
ing the first part of the performance the 
shouting, cat-calls and horn blasts grew so 
fierce that the manager was compelled to ring 
down the curtain, but on the protestations of 
the students that they would thereafter re- 
main quiet the curtain was raised and the 
performance resumed. When the last piece— 
a‘*Pinafore’’?’ burlesque—was attempted the 
noise became so loud that the singers could 
not be heard, the whole massof students 
joining and singing a Cornell version of **Pina- 
fore’? atthe tops of their voices. The town 
roughs, who formedalarge portion of the 
audience, became augry atthe proceedings 
and commenced an assault on the students. 
Chairs and benches were broken, eyes were 
blackened and heads pummelled, and to add 
to the confusion the gas was extinguised. A 
rush was then made for the streét, and the 
tighting continued. The police arrested a 
freshman named Whitney, and after a severe 
struggle got him tothe lockup. Several at- 
tempts were made by the students to rescue 
bim, but each time they were prevented by 
the policemen and young men ofthe town. 
After considerable wrangling a trial was held. 
The fresbman was fined 950, and on President 
Russell becoming surety for the fine the of- 
fender was borne offiutriumph by the stu- 
dents. Until alate hour at night occasional 
fights occurred between townsmen and gowns- 
men, a great many sore heads and bleeding 
noses resulting therefrom. Three or four stu- 
dents were carried off insensible or bleeding, 
and a great number of both parties were bad- 
ly beaten with clubs, aithough no one was 
fatally injured. It is thought that the matter 
will not end here, as both sides are thirsting 
for revenge, and it is fair to presume that the 
wrangling will continue for sometime. 


Muzzling the Canadian Press. 
[Quebec Cor. New York Graphic. ] 

Yvur readers have doubtless been already 
informed of the distressing accident which be- 
felthe Vice-regal party about a week ago, 
owing to their sleigh having been overturned 
just when leaving Rideau Hall for the Parlia- 
ment House, where the Princess was to hold 
a drawing-room. Bulletins have been issued 
daily since the accident, but providentially the 
injuries were not serious. An occurrence 
took place subsequently which has caused 
some irritation among the press reporters, 
though in the opinion of the public without 
adequate cause. To prevent any alarm 
beine given to the Queen and royal 
family by sensational reports, the 
Governor’s secretary made a request without 
em to the telegraph operators that they 
would not send any account of the accident in 
advance of the official notification. If the ac- 
cident had happened to a private individual it 
would naturally be expected that such a re- 
quest would ensure prompt compliance; and 
it will, Lam sure, amaze the people of the 
United States that in the Dominion, where 
such exuberant loyalty is professed, there 
would be even a moment’s hesitation as to 
giving implicit obedience to a request, or even 
command, the object of whieh was to prevent 
a sensational report reaching the Queen and 
creating unnecessary alarm. The reporters 
are in a state of intense indignation at what 
7 call an interference with the telegraph, 
and have passed resolutions which have 
caused no little amusement to all outside their 
own body.

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SHAKSPEARE’S FAITH. ~ 
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Ingersoll’s Charge That He. Wes an 
Atheist Ably Rerfuted. 
(From the New York World, 25th.) 

Dr. Henry C. Potter introduced to an audi- 
ence of ladies and gentlemen at Grace — 
in Fourteenth street —.— afternaon, Dr. 
James A. Bolles, of veland, O., who was, 
at the instance of several of the clergy of New 
York, togive a public talk on “The Religion 
of Shakspéare as Illustrated by His Plays.“ 
e trust you will graciously bear in mind. 
said Dr. Bolles, *‘that I have had no experi- 
ex ce in 1eading Shakspeare and indeed have 
witnessed the acting of but two or three of his 
plays.’’ This was an excuse for which the 
audience would never have asked, inasmuch 
as the many quotations with which his lecture 


was necessarily filled were read by Dr. Bolles - 


with a hearty earnestness which went quite 
as far among the Shakspearian scholars pres- 
ent as any more dramatic elocution. It was 
the purpose of the lecturer to show not only 
that.» bakspeare believed in God, but in the 
incarnation of Christ and ia a special overrul- 
ing Providence as weli—that he was a true 
priest of catholicism. Dr. Bolles holds that it 
is as absurd and unreasonable to believe that 
Shakspesre was an atheist as it would be to 
regard the — — of Raphael or the sculp- 
ture of Michaeh Angelo as evidence of immor- 
ality. In a ſußt measure the tendency to re- 
gard Sbakspeare not as 3 Christian is due, the 
lecturer thous ht, to the fact that his writings 
took the form ofthe drama. But how absurd 
was such an argument. Was not the Bible 
the greatcst of dramas? Shakspeare was a 
dramatist, but in his dramas truth was per- 
sonitied, virtue exaited, crime exposed, pride 
punished and life illustrated. 

One by one tbrough many quotations the 
lecturer next proceeded to show that the 
germs of Shakspeare’s thought were drawn 
from the Bible. The description of innocent 
bovhood from“ Winter's Tate, ’’ 

We thought there was no more behind, 

But such u day to-morrow as to-day 

And to be boy eternal, 
was found in Isaiah’s prophetic utterance: 
„They sball renew their strength, mount up 
with wings as eagles, run and not be weary.’’ 
There was no poet not professedly sacred, 
from Chaucer down tothe present dsy, who 
bad drawn more largely from the Bible. 
Notice, too,“ continued Dr. Bolles, how he 
shows a tamiliarity with that prayer of all 
catholics, ‘Lord have mercy,’ as opposed to 
the prayer of sectarianism, Lord, I thank 
thee,’ iu his lines beginning, The quality of 
mercy is not strained,’ which, aiter all. is 
but a paraphrase of the words of Jesus, ‘It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.’ How 
full of holy inspiration is the description of 
the Christmas season in Hamlet.“ Can any- 
body read Hamlet's wonderful description of 
man witbout being reminded of the Eigitth 
Psalm—‘What is man that thou art mindful 
of him?“ I might also dwell upon the fa- 
mous soliloquy, ‘To be, or not to be,’ for in 
every thought I could find a basis of Holy 
Scriptnre. What, I ask, buta beliefin the 
worm that never dies and the fire that is never 
quenched could have induced the cry of the 
murderous and lecherous king, ‘Oh, my 
offense is rank; it smells to heaven!’ How 
does the believer in Shakspeare’s atheism re- 
concile with bis belief the wonderful language 
of Cardinal Wolsey to Cromwell: ‘I charge 
thee, fling away ambition.’ Shakspeare an 
atheist? Horrible! horrible! Not less than a 
thousand times does he mention the name of 
God—more often indeed than that sacred 
name is mentioned in the Bible. Not lese 
than a thousand times does he refer to God by 
some of his works.“ 

Dr. Bolles next cited many passages of 
Shakspeare toshowthatthe great poet be- 
lieved in a personal, loving and just God, and 
that he was of all writers, ancient and mod- 
ern, most plain in his teachings concerning an 
overruling Providence. He quoted the faith- 
ful Adam in “As You Like It,“ from **Romeo 
and Juliet.’’ and the well-known lines from 
„Hamlet,“ There's a divinity that shapes 
our ends.“ To show Shakspeare’s belief in 
the incarnation of Christ, Dr. Bolles quoted 
from *'H:rnrvjVIII.,’’? Therefore, friends, as 
far as tothe Sepulchre of Christ,“ the Duke 
of Lancaster from Richard III.,“ and Isa- 
bella’s eloquent appeal to Angelo in Measure 
for Measure.” 'What reply,“ he asked, 
„can be made to all this cumulative proof? It 
it be urged that Shakspeare intended only to 
show the religious folly of his fellow-men, 
then you divest all his utterances of their 
crandeur, and the great poet himself sinks 
from his mighty position as the grandest of 
human teachers.“ 

In conclusion Dr. Bolles referred to Shaks- 
peare’s will as a proof of his belief in Christ- 
lanity. ‘*Suppose,” said he, that atheist 
who is now gomg about this country, seekin 
whom he may devour, and whose name I will 
not mention, should make a will commending 
his body and soul to God, as Shakspeare did— 
would any future generation pretend to look 
upon that willas a joke? No,the thoughtis 
too awful. They would rather be forced to 
admit that at the last moment, before making 
it—as thank God was not the case with Shaks- 
peare—he had been converted, for which I am 
sure we all devoutly pray.“

How Butter May Be Spoiled. 
From the Rural New Yorker, ] 

Good butter may be spoiled in the churning. 
Over-churning ruins the texture and changes 
the proper waxiness to a disagreeable, sticky 
greasiness. This is the more easily done in 
the churns with reves, Soe which will 
press the butter against the side ofthe churn 
and squeeze and rub it until it is spoiled. 
Too long —! spoils the 8 y the 
oxidation of the butter and the premature 
formation of strong-flavored acids in it, the 
full preserving presence of which we call 
rancidity. It may be spoiled churn- 
— at too high a 2 » by 
which it is made soft and oily and of a 
greasy texture and flavor. No subsequent 
treatment can remedythis error. It may be 
spoiled before the cream reaches the churn by 
keeping this too long, or, what is practically 
the same, by keeping it in too warm a place: 
50° is about the right temperature if cream 
is kept a week; if it is kept at 62°, three days 
are long enough. White specks are produced 


in butter py overchurning, or by having the ) 


creamtooseur. Either of these faults pro- 
duces curd in the milk, and the small flakes, of 
this cannot be washed out ot butter.

The unsophisticated readers of the great 
journals of the land would naturally cone 
clude that Grant’s nomination was utterly 
out of the question—almost an impossibil- 
ity.

It is a significant 
fact thatin spite of the power of the Re- 
publican Cameron machine not one of the 
fifteen journals of Philadelphia is for a third 
term, nor one of the many important jour- 
nals in New York. 

Yet both States—Pennsylvania and New 
York—have already instructed for Grant. 

The simple truth about the matter is 
that newspapers have much less influence 
in politics than is generally thought, and 
seldom make much impression upon the 
politicians. While they are supposed to 
lead the politicians the politicians really 
lead the newspapers through the machin- 
ery of conventions and the great force of 
partisan feeling. Nothing can be plainer, 
for instance, than the utter con- 
tempt with which the Republican 
machine politicians treat their own jour- 
nals in pushing the Grant movement. 

But is this contempt not deserved? Has 
the Republican press not shown that it 
could be depended upon to submit to and 
advocate anything, no matter how out- 
rageous, as soon as the „party“ is at 
stake?

When the Harrisburg convention was 
about to assemble all these great“ jour- 
nals agreed that Grant was out of the ques- 
tion and that the convention would declare 
against him. When, however, the 
Cameron gang, in defiance of all 
public opinion, carried the day 
for Grant, these journals again agreed that 
this high-handed outrage was bound to 
‘‘react”’ and kill Grant. And now these 
same newspapers agree that the Utica Con- 
vention was a terrible outrage, the reaction 
of which will put Grant out of the race! 
And such hopeful and truly good men as 
Dr. Preetorius, of the Westliche Post, really 
seem to believe that the more conventions 
declare for Grant, and the more delegations 
are instructed for him, the poorer become 
his chances. 

The truth is that the Republican press 


has ceased to be a factor in politics by its 


own degradation. When it lent itself to 
the championship of outrage after outrage, 
and even defended the great theft of the 
Presidency, it showed to the politicians 
that it can be relied upon, to sub 
mit to everything without the slightest 
fear of revolt. And so Conkling, Cameron, 
Logan, Carpenter, Robeson, will proceed 
to Chicago, nominate Grant, and then ask, 
„What. are you going to do about it? Here 
is Grant— there the Confederate candidate, 
as you called him in advance. Choose.“ 


THEBE is a cadaverous, wild ass’ colt in 
Congress named William D. Hill. He has 
the honor to represent a Democratic con- 
stituency in the hoop-pole and black swamp 
region of Ohio.

They are as follows: Bar- 
num, ot Connecticut; Goudy, of Illinois; Eaton, 
ot Kansas; Hurt, of Mississippi; Priest, of Mis- 
souri; Miller, of Nebraska; Sulloway, of New 
Hampshire; Hewitt, of New York; Scott, of 
Pennsylvania, and Van Slyck, of Rhode Island.

Fifty-eight gentlemen 
were present. Aresolution was passed that 
the delegation should go to Cincinnati, not to 
claim seats or otherwise participate inthe 
proceedings, but to inform the convention 
that the New York Democracy will vote solidly 
tor any Democrat the country over who may 
be nominated, excepting Mr. Tilden.

He only knew that he had the 
reins in his hands and that he was handling 
fourthe nicest black horses in St. Louis.

A Bar-Keeper’s Encounter With Two

THE EXODUS TO KANSAS. 


A Colored Preacher Pictures Kansas as 
the Land of Promise. 

The Rey. S. T. Roundtree, a licensed col- 
ored preacber, who hailed originally from 
Tennessee, bas been located for the last three 
years in Kansas. He is now in St. Louis so- 
liciting subscriptions of money and lumber 
towards aiding inthe erection of a Baptist 
church at Nicodemus, Graham county, Kan- 
sas, Which is bis present residence. His cre- 
dentials are attested by John Anderson, pas- 
tor ofthe First Baptist Church, Nicodemus, 
and by several deacons and elders. He has 
been on his charitable trip a little over two 
weeks and has already colleeted 
some $70, which has been remitted to 
Nicodemus. A reporter engaged the colored 

rencherina talk concerning the exodus. 

Ir. Roundtree said that Kansas was the 
best place forthe colored man. There was 
plenty of land there, and the climate was a 
splendid one. He said that for $2 the exodus- 
ter could pre-empt his claim, and then he 
had the right to live on it fortwo years, and 
then he could get his homestead right by pay- 
ing another $14. When he wentto Graham 
county and settled three years ago—he and 
two other colored men—there was no one 
living within a distance of twelve miles of 
them. Now there had grown up the flourishing 
little town of Nicodemus, which contained 
between eight hundred and athousand inhab- 
itants. It has three large groceries, a land 
oflice and post-oflice and no Saloons. The 
mailis delivered from four different points 
twice a week. A colored man did not require 
much money to pre-empt and till the land, as 
he paid for everything by his labor. In Kan- 
Bas, too, the negroes could exercise their po- 
litical rights without fear of molestation, and 
their condition was far better than it was in 
the South. He would advise all the colored 
men to emigrate to Kansas, and he believed 
that with the spring the exodus would in- 
crease. 


THE STRIKES. 


The Wagon-Makers Still Holding Out. 

The wagon-makers met this morning in 
Vorwaerts Hall, as usual. The delegates re- 
ported that the men were out at all the facto- 
ries; that at Gersting & Becker’sthe men who 
were working, with the exception of six, had 
joined thestrike. It was also reported that 


no communication had been received 
from the employes, and that the 
strikers knew nothing of their intention of 
granting an increase of 10 per cent. The men 
also resolved that they would not accept such 
a compromise, but would stick to their origi- 
nal demands. 

Mr. Albert Currlin, the editor of the Volks- 
timme des Westens, then addressed the mect- 
Ing, in response to an invitation. 

A mass meeting of the wagonmakers was 
called for Sunday afternoon next, at 2 o’clock, 
after which the meeting adjourned.

Two Accounts of the Affair By the Pug- 
nacious Combatants. 


That grim-visaged war has appeared upon 
the streets the following from this morning’s 
Times witnesseth: 

Col. Josepn B. McCullagh, of the Globe- 
Democrat, arrayed in a faultless suit, strolled 
down to the corner of Fourth and Olive 
streets yesterday afternoon at the promenade 
bour. The Colonel prides trimself a little 
upon his form, and he halted with the usual 
throng to gaze upon and admire the kaleido- 
scope of beauty and delicate raiment. His 
keen eye quickly observed Col. William Hyde, 
of the Republican, indulging ina few inno- 
cent peanuts at a neighboring stand. Col. 
Hyde had returned to town in the 
morning from Washington, D. C., with the 
Democratic delegates to the National Com- 
mittee. He felt much aggrieved at the treat- 
ment of that self-sacrificing committee by Pu- 
litzer, who had published statements in the 
Post-DIsPATCH reflecting upon the whole 
body, ascribing the cause of the delegates’ 
defeat tosecure the convention for St. Louis 
to drunkenness. The Pulitzer publications 
were reproduced by McCullagh in the Globe- 
Democrat, as Col. Hyde discovered when he 
reached home yesterday morning. 

Col. McCullagh advanced to Col. Hyde. 
holding outa hand of greeting. Hyde went 
oneating his peanuts, utterly ignoring the 
man of the Globe-Democrat, until Col. McCul- 
lagh forced his greeting still further, where- 
upon Col. Hyde looked at him with withering 
contempt and said: 

‘*] have no desire to speak to such a dirty 
little dog as you.’’ 

McCullagh replied warmly about something 
requiring explanation. Col. Hyde remarked: 
„It would not alter my opinion of you; you 
would stab a man in the back, and I hold you 
in utter contempt.’’ The lively dialogue 
would probably have been more extended, but 
the attention of by-standers was directed to 
the journalistic couple and peace-makers in- 
terfered. | 

MR. M’CU LLAGIHI’S ACCOUNT. 

With the above clipping in his inner pocket 
a PostT-DISPATCH reporter called on Mr. 
McCullagh at the Globe-Democrat office this 
morning, and after atrifling wait that gen- 
tleman appeared and invited the reporter 
into his inner sanctum.

VIEWS OF A SOCIALISR 


What a St. Louis Leader Says of the 
Coming Campaign.

Swinton and Kearney to be the Work- 
ingmen’s Candidates. 


Albert Currlin, the editor of the Socialistic 
workingmen’s paper, the Volksstimme des 
Westens, is one of tre best known leaders of 
the workingmen in St. Louis. ‘This morning 
he addressed the striking wagon-makers and 
cabinet-makers by request, and a Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter interviewed him on strikes 
and the political plans of the workingmen. 

Mr. Currlin said he did not advocate strikes, 
but thought they were a necessity. He did not 
believe that a general strike would be inaug- 
urated, but he believed the various trades 
would organize separately and distinctiy and 
demand higher wages. In this he thought 
they were justified, and he believed their de- 
mand of fifteen per cent increase in wages 
was a modest anda just one. Why, “said 


Mr. Currlin, “there has been a general rise in 
the price of everything, provisions, rent, ete., 
of from twenty-five per cent to thirty per 
cent, and in some cases as much as fifty per 
cent, and surely the laboreris worthy of his 
hire. The workmen certainly are entitled 
to share in this increase.“ As to 
the justice of a strike, Mr. Currlin said it was 
right for the workman to present a de- 
mand to his employer for higher wages, and if 
he did not consent to grant it, he had a per- 
fect right to quit work, and if they agreed to 
combine for this, so long as they did itlegally, 
it was a right they had. In bad times the 
employer, without any notification, would 
simply say to his men on Saturday night, 1 
shall only pay you so much from to-day, and 
if you don’t like the reduction you. must get 
work elsewhere.’’ If the masters had a right 
to do this the men had a rich? to do likewise, 
and pen enen ee 
so much we won't work for you.“ 
STRIKES NOT A LOSING GAME. 

Another fallacy was that the men always 
lost money by,it. Not reckoning the recupera- 
tion of their bodily strength, said Mr.Currlin, 
which comes from afew wecks’ leisure, sup- 
pose a man is on a strike for four weeks. He 
is earning, we will say, 510 a week, and is 
demanding $12. Well, if successful he has 


lost $40, but atthe end of a year he has gained |

Mr. Currlin advocated trades unions and 


assemblies, and thought it was the only means | 


by which the workingmen could secure their 
just rights. The fact could not be denied but 
that capital and labor were to a certain de- 
gree antagonistic. 

‘‘What about your contemplated agitation 
journey?“ asked the reporter. 

„Well, my plans are not definitely made 
yet. I shall know positively by Monday.” 

THE GREAT STRIKE COMING. 

‘Tt is my intention to travel for three months 
in the North, South and West and address the 
various trades of the workingmen; to get 
them to organize, to distribute workingmen’s 
papers at points which they do not reach, aud 
yrepare the workmen generally for the com- 
ing strike.“ 

What coming strike do you refer to?“ 

“Well, I believe that in about eighteen 
months or two years the present business boom 
will have panned out. Already speculation is 
carried on at à fhigh pressure, and the 
inevitable collapse will come, and that right 
soon. Now the diflerent trades will receive a 
slight increase in their wages, but when the 
crash comes the emplovers will try and begin 
tne old game of reduction. It won’t do this 
time. It is for that we are preparing and or- 
fanizing, and when the time comes if the 
employers should persist in reducing wages a 
general strike will be inaugurated ail over the 
country, which will exceed in extent that of 
1877.’ 

THE WORKINGMEN’S NATIONAL CONVENTION, 

What are the political plans of the Work- 
ingmen?’ 

„We have called a Workingmen’s Conven- 
tion to meet in Chicago the end of June, and 
we shall put a ticket in the field. The Kear- 
neyites from California will be represented.“ 

But you don’t claim that you can possibly 
be successful?“ 


Oh, no. We don't expect to be at first. 
But we will begin now and continue 
until we achieve success. Why, ten 


years sgo when the Workingmen’s party first 
put up a ticket in Berlin they only polled 700 
votes.

A GOOD CAPTURE. 
The Police in the Third District Secure 
a Gang of Four Hard Characters. 


About 2:45 o’clock this morning a man ap- 


proached Officer Browning while walking his 


beat in the vicinity of Nineteenth and Wash 
streets, and told him that burglars were at- 


tempting to effect an entrance into a house on 


Nineteenth street, between Wash and Carr.
